Some or the flowers common in 


our gardens came from the lands of 
terpetoal summer, and some from 
slands in the ocean. Three of the 
weetest exotica are from Peru; the 
eamelia was carried to Englaud in 
1839, and a ievr years afterwards 
he heliotrope and mignonette. Sev- 
eral othcre came from the cape of 
jood Hope; a very large calla was 
bund in ditches there, and some of 
the moet brilliant geraniums, or 
telargoniuma, which are Rpeciea of 
he geranium. The verbena grows 
wild in Brazil; the Marigold is an 
African flower, but a great number 
come from China and Japan. The 
ittle daphne was carried to Great 
Britian by Captain Boss, from al- 
most the farthest land he visited 
towards the north pole. Some of 
these are quite changed in form by 
cultivation; others have only be- 
come larger and brighter; while 
still others, despite of all the care of 
florists and shelter of hot house?, 
tall far short of the beauty and 
fragrance of the tropics. 


Among improved ones is the 


dahlia. When taken^to Euiope it 
was a very simple blossem, a single 
circle of dark jwtals surrounding a 
mass of yellow ones. Others, with 
scarlet and orange petals, were soon 
after transplanted from Mexico, but 
still remained single flowers. Long 
yean ot cultivation in rich soil, with 
other arts of skillful florists, have 
changed it to what it n»w is—a 
round ball of beauty.

Fillmore 
attended the Unitarian church, and 
Franklin Pierce was a member, but not 
a communicant, of a Congregationaliat 
church at Concord. Buchanan was a 
Presbyterian.

the Methodist church, and President 
Oarfield is a member of the Church of 
the Disciples.

That i* true to this extent 
When Sisjoa CaawraB, then secretary 
of war, left General Shaman afur aa 
iat*rvi** at th* Salt b*a*a, Loalsville 
b* Mid Henry Villsrd that Qeoers 
Sherman was erasy. Villard reported 
this statement of Cameron's in a private 
letter to Mural Halstead, of the Cinein 
nati Commercial; and Halstead nuhei 
it into print. Among the witnesses to 
Cameron's interview with General Sher 
•an was Samuel Wilkinson, then a cor 
respondent of the New York Trilxme 
and on* not very sparing of criticism o 
those who osme within the scope of his 
pen.

bnak of the war. "Mr. Secretary," re 
snoaded th* general, in substance 
glancing around upon Cameron's com 
panions, "what I must My to yon oogb 
to be in official confidence." "It is al 
right, general," remarked the secretary 
these are my friends." This was n 
doubt true, but there were oewspape 
correspondents as well, aod Genera 
Sherman not only found his confidentia 
statements concerning the critical con 
dition of military affairs in Kentuck 
reported on the housetop, but bad th 
pleasure of being stigmatized as a luna 
tie because he asserted tbat 100,00 
•en would be required in certain eon 
tingencies to make good his hold o 
Kentucky. 


Bnv secretaries of war were aa igno 


rant as th* rest of them in those dsys 
and as ready as others to repeat sno 
yam* as this concerning General Sher 
man, and that set afloat coocernio 
General McDowell, of all others, tha 
he was a drunkard—a Man so eioep 
tionally and snpernaturally absteminou 
that he not only never drank a glass o 
spiritous liquor, but has refrained al 
his life from both tea and coffee.

This con- 
dition WM unaccompanied by rigors or 
sweating, and subsided by midnight, 
and did not interfere with bis sleep. 
He had on the whole, a good night, and 
this morning his condition is full; as 
favorable as yesterday at the same 
hour.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1,12:30 p. m — 


At the morning dressing the abscess of 
the parotid gland was found to be dis- 
charging freely, and is diminishing in 
size. Tbe president's general condition 
is unchanged. Pulse 108, temperature 
98, respiration 18. 
BLISS. 


WASHINOTON, Aug. 31.—The presi- 


dent's condition to-day has been, in the 
language of tbe physicians, admirable, 
continuing so to-night. The patient 
slept well last night, better during the 
morning hour than early in tbe night. 
The 
forenoon passed very quietly. 


There was DO morning fever. The usual 
amount of nourishment was taken. He 
was given a piece of beefsteak. 
He 


had eoine difficulty in using his jaws, 
but managed to eitcact and swallow 
the juice. The pulse at noun was 95, 
lower than it has been since Aug. 8th. 
Until three this afternoon tbe pulse 
remained below tbat point, but after- 
ward although there was no marked 
fever, the pulse and temperature rose 
until 6:30, when the pulse was 109, the 
lowest at this hour for some days. Bliss 
attributes the rise to weariness. 


When cleansing the parotid abscess 


with a solution 'the president said, 
"Why, there is something coming into 
my month." 
An examination showed 


a slight opening well up on tbe cheek. 
The doctors do not regard it at all un- 
satisfactory. The opening into the 
mouth ia above the flow of pus, as that 
goes downward naturally. There is no 
danger of it coming into the month. 
Tbe physicians attach DO importance 
whatever to the opening. 


After the eyi niog dressing the pulse 


receded slightly. Three of the doctors 
say that the president ia doing admira- 
bly to-night, that there is a marked 
improvement over yesterday and last 
night, and that, everything considered, 
the patient could not be better at this 
time. The matter of removal is again 
earnestly discussed, and the objective 
point ia undecided. Capt, Henry, after 
canvassing at the mansion, concludes 
that a trip down the river on the Tal- 
lapoosa will be the first change, in ease 
the president recovers sufficiently, of 
which no doubt is now expressed. The 
TalUpoosa arrives to morrow and will 
probably be detained lo await the pres- 
ident's recuperation. 


The only sign of a renewal of strength 


is that the president is turned on hi 
side in dressing the wound, aad that he 
both morning and evening slightly as 
listed in the turning movement. 


This afternoon about 4 o'clock the 


patient chewed another piece of steak 
swallowing the juioe, and had four 
ounces of oyster broth, which he gnat 
ly relished. Reyburn says tbat no im- 
portance should be-attached to the 
spontaneous opening of the gland into 
the month. No pus is likely to pass 
this opening, because it escapes much 
more easily internally. The openinj 
is about the middle oi the cheek, ant 
in the patient's usual position two or 
three external openings lower down 
drain all the pus from the part of the 
gland with which the mouth ia in com 
munication. 
No danger whatever of 


any kind is apprehended from this fea- 
ture. The pulse is now nearly down 
to 100, temperature and respiration 
normal, and condition as satisfactory as 
at any time during the day. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The im- 


>rovemenl of the president the past 24 
lours has been very marked, and the 
'eeling of hope which has been steadily 
growing since Saturday, is now fast 
lengthening into a feeling of confi- 
lenee. The patient 'passed a quiet and 
estfal night, and his symptoms indiea- 
ed a more decided change for the bet- 
er than tbe most sanguine of his friends 
dared anticipate. Most members of the 
abinet called at the executive mansion, 
s usual, soon after the appearance of 
be morning bulletin, but none of them 
ad* a long stay. The changes in the 
•resident's condition during tha fore- 
noon were in tbe direction of fnrthsr 
mprovemenr. The parotid swelling so 
iminished that the patient could move 
til jaw with considerable facility, and 
eeling this to be the case, he asked for
